PRIME Minister Yitzhak Ra- 
bin, Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak, Jordan’s King Hus- 
sein, and PLO leader Yasser 
Arafat will hold an unprece- 
dented summit meeting in 
Cairo this afternoon. 

US, Israeli, and Egyptian 
Officials said the summit is 
aimed at reviving the peace 
process and winning greater 
support for the negotiations 
among the Israeli public, in 
the aftermath of the Beit Lid 
attack. 

US and Israeli officials said 
they expect the summit to 
conclude with a communique 
containing an explicit con- 
demnation of terrorism. 

Last night, Foreign Minis- 
try officials announced that 
the negotiations on Palestin- 
ian elections would resume in 
Cairo next week. 

Foreign Minister Shimon 
Peres, upon his return yesterday 
from preparatory talks in Cairo 
with Mubarak, hailed the event 
as constituting a “coalition of 
peace.” 

US Secretary of State Warren 
Christopher said in a statement 
yesterday that US “applauds and 
endorses” Mubarak's “bold ini- 
tiative” in hosting the summit. 
He called it “an historic and un- 
precedented event™ that “consti- 
tutes only the first step” in the 
countering the effect of recent 
terrorist attacks. 

Christopher also said the US 
had worked over the last week 
with the four parties to keep the 
process moving ahead. and noted 
the “dramatic demonstration of 
the commitment of the four lead- 
ers to the process.™ 

Israeli and US officials are 
talking of a ‘feel-good™ summit 
that can generate badly needed 
momentum for the peace 
Process. 

Mubarak notified Syrian Presi- 
dent Hafez Assad of the summit 
before announcing it. He did not. 
however. consult Syria before 
making the decision. 

“[Mubarak] notified [Syria] 
that the conference is about to 
take place. He asked if they had 
any agenda item they wanted to 
raise. but they said no,” Peres 
said. 

Israeli officials said Damascus 
was not invited because Egypt 


did not want to “embarrass it,” 
knowing that Assad has made it 
clear that until major progress is 
achieved in the negotiations on 
the Golan Heights, he does not 
want to attend a high-level meet- 
ing with Israel. 

At the same time, Foreign 
Ministry officials said they expect 
the final summit communique 
will reiterate the importance of a 
“comprehensive peace” between 
Israe} and its Arab neighbors, in- 
cluding Syria. 

The officials also said they ex- 
pect the communique to include 
determination to press ahead 
with implementing other aspects 
of the Oslo agreement, including 
convening talks on Palestinians 
displaced in 1967; international 
funding for the Palestinian Au- 
thority; and regional economic 
cooperation, such as a potential 
follow-up business conference to 
be held in Amman this fall. 

Officials in Jerusalem would 
also like to see mention of the 
convening of periodic four-way 
summits. 

Left unclear is if and how the 
communique will deal with sensi- 
tive issues such as Islamic extrem- 
ism, Israeli settlements, and nu- 
clear non-proliferation. 

Fe-eign Ministry Director- 
General Uri Savir and top Egyp- 
tian Foreign Ministry aide Nabil 
Fahmy began exchanging prelim- 
inary drafts of the fina] communi- 
que during yesterday's meeting. 

The summit appears to have 
been initiated by a few parties. 
US officials were quietly pressing 
for the event. as they wanted 
Arab countries to condemn the 
Beit Lid attack. The idea was also 
advanced by Peres. who dis- 
cussed it with his Egyptian For- 
eign Minister Amr Mousa tast 
weekend in Switzerland. 

However. three events over 
the last few weeks finally made 
the meeting possible.

Poll shows 22% of olim 


would vote for immigrant party 


SOME 22% of new immigrants 
from the CIS would vote for an 
immigrant party if elections 
were held now, according to a 
survey conducted for 
Meretz. . 

Strong support for such a par- 
ty was also expressed by readers 
of the Russian-language daily 
Novosty, which asked its readers 
to write-in whether or not they 
supported such a party. The pa- 
per, which sells 36,000 copies 
daily, got more than 2,000 posi- 
tive responses and only a hand- 
fal of “nays,” editor Efraim 
Ganor said yesterday. 

However, apart from other 
methodologial considerations 
which made the paper's “‘sur- 
vey” non-scientific, Ganor not- 
ed that its readers are mainly 
older immigrants who are not 
exposed to .the Hebrew 
media.

REAKFAST was deliv- 

ered to my front door one 
momning. It was a demon- 
stration of a new service called 
᾿ Sunrise, which wil] bring break- 
fast to your doorstep for a smalj 
fee if you live in its delivery area. 

So far. Sunrise is operating 
only in parts of North Tel Aviv 
and its northernmost suburbs (in- 

_ chiding Ramat Aviv, Shikun Dan 
and Zahala) and in parts of Ra- 
mat Gan. It plans to spread 
throughout the entire Dan Re- 
gion and then to other cities. 

My surprise sample breakfast 
arrived in a cardboard carton. 

There was a very fresh whole 
wheat roll, a not-so-fresh crois- 
sant (which revived nicely in the 
microwave), a bottle of natural 
orange juice, a small carton of 
chocolate milk. and a dairy des- 
sert in a plastic cup. 

Sunrise’s aim is to save you an 
early morning trip to the commer 
grocery. The service costs 
“NIS 3.50 plus normal grocery- 
store prices for the products. 

Sunrise L1d. is the creation of a 
2t-year-old student of business 
administration, who has suspend- 
ed his smdies for some real-life 
experience. Gil Rakita got the 
idea from a doorstep breakfast 
service in California. The price 
list includes daity products from 
Tnuva, Strauss and Yotvata, 
baked goods, soft drinks, beer, 
cigarettes and newspapers. 

The company has its own ware- 
house in Or Yehuda. near Tel 
Aviv. Orders should be placed by 
telephone by 6 p.m. the previous 
day (03-674-7343). The customer 
chooses a defivery time between 
4 a.m, and 10 a.m. The order is 
left outside the door, unless the 
client prefers that the delivery 
person ring. 

Sandwiches for children to 
take to school can be ordered at 
NIS 1 apiece on bread, NIS 2.80 
on a fresh roll. For an additional 
service charge of 50 agorot per 
item, virtually anything available 
in a supermarket can be obtained 
for the customer. This puts Sun- 
rise in competition with the Su- 
per-Sol chain's Tele-Sal phone- 
order service and Blue Square 
Co-op’s Co-op Line which takes 
orders by phone, fax, or comput- 
er (via modem or E-mail). 

“We're the only ones who de- 
liver.in:the-early mornings. ex- 
cept “for some: students around 
the ‘country who do this on a 
much smaller. informal scale.” 
Rakita says. Sunrise does it for- 
mally with printed bills and re- 
ceipts. Customers are billed at 
the end of each month. As for the 
lack of warm croissants, Rakita 
says Sunrise may solve this by 
installing an oven in its 
warehouse. 


BILTONG, a South African spe- 
cialty consisting of dried strips of 
beef, is now being made here by 
the (nonkosher) meat processing 
firm Maadaney (sic) Mizra. This 
is not the first local biltong. but 
it’s the first from a major 
manufacturer. 

The long. thin strips of beef, 
which resemble licorice sticks, 
are eaten as a snack, generally 
with beer or other alcoholic bev- 
erages. Because of the way it has 
been salted, seasoned and quick- 
dried, biltong keeps almost indef- 
initely without refrigeration. 

The label (Hebrew only) says 
the product should be kept in a 
dry, well-ventilated place. 

A plastic cylinder with 100 
grams retails for NIS 18. This. 
however, provides more than a 
dozen thin strips, between 12 cm. 
and 18 cm. long.

S Foreign Minister Shimon Peres poiat- 

ed out yesterday, today’s Cairo summit 

eeting is unprecedented. It is the first 

time three Arab leaders meet together with an 

Israeli prime minister for a political discussion. 

Displaying again an incomparable sense for the 

dramatic, Peres called it a meeting of the 

“peace coalition;”' a signal to the world the 

Oslo agreement is alive, well, and going for- 
ward, 

It is a tribute to Peres’s diplomatic skills that 
he was able to round up King Hussein, Yasser 
Arafat, and Hosni Mubarak at short notice. He 
even persuaded President Bill Clinton to endow 
it with special significance by meeting with 
Peres in Washington immediately after. 

But by describing every summit meeting as a 
breakthrough and assigning it great historic 
significance, Peres raises expectations that can 
seldom be fulfilled. Indeed, the gap between 
these expectations and the situation on the 
gzound is becoming wider every day. 

A realistic glimpse of what is happening 
away from the press conferences and solemn 
declarations was provided by Construction and 
Housing Minister Binyamin Ben-Eliezer and 
Chief of General Staff Lt.-Gen. Amaoon Shahak 
on Tuesday. Ben-Eliezer told Israeli reporters in 
Washington what all Israelis already know: the 
Oslo agreement. which created general eupho- 
cia immediately following the signing ceremo- 
ny on the White House lawn, has been losing 
support in direct proportion to the increase in 
terrorism. 

The most recent atracity, the massacre at Beit 
Lid, has made it impossible for the government 
to implement the next stage of the agreement. 
The army will not withdraw from the Arab 
population centers in the foreseeable future, nor 
will the government allow the release of terror- 
ists from Israeli jails. 

Shahak has revealed what official pronounce- 
ments have been trying to fudge: that the Farah, 
Arafat's own militia, has participated in ἃ num- 
her of terrorist actions since the agreement was 
signed. This is not just another flagrant viola- 
tion of the agreement. It is 3 clear indication not 
only that Arafat has failed to combat terrorism, 
but that he still resorts to violence whenever he 
finds it necessary. Indeed, Peres’s reference to 
Arafat as a member of the ‘peace coalition” is 
nothing if not Orwellian. 

Nor has the government succeeded in dis- 
suading the Europeans from meeting with PLO 


the rescue 


officials in Jerusalem’s Orient House. The for- 
eign ministers of France and Spain and the 
deputy foreign minister of Germany intend to 
meet Faisal Husseini in this Palestinian ‘‘for- 
eign ministry’” later this month. This, despite 
the recently passed legislation which enables 
the government to prevent such meetings, and 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin’s threat to abort 
the Oslo process if Orient House is used for 
such purposes. 

To round out the gloomy picture, Shahak also 
said that, in the past few months, the PLO 
factions opposed to the agreement have in- 
creased their activities against Israel and its 
allies in southern Lebanon. 

To rationalize this discrepancy between the 
rosy dream of peace and the dark Middle East 
reality, Peres has made yet another momentous 
announcement. From now on, nationalities do 
not exist in the region, he said. The Middle East 
is divided into a peace coalition of Arabs and 
Israelis on the one hand, and Arab and Israeli 
enemies of peace on the other. 

It borders on the incredible that an Israeli 
foreign minister can compare Islamic terrorists 
with Israelis who, while desiring peace, doubt 
that the Oslo agreement can produce it. But 
what makes his perception of the situation even 
worse is that he has subscribed to the ludicrous 
notion that Hamas, Islamic Jihad, and the radi- 
cal PLO factions are killing Israelis because 
they want to destroy the Oslo agreement. 

The fact is that what these groups want is not 
to stop the process, but to accelerate it. The 
**extremists,’” just as eager to have Israel leave 
the territories as the PLO ‘‘moderates,”” simply 
believe that since terrorism made Israel agree to 
withdraw, more terrorism will force it to with- 
draw faster. (Had Hamas and Islamic Jihad tly 
wanted to destroy the process, they could have 
done it overnight by attacking Arafat and his 
militia.) Indeed, Mubarak and Arafat have al- 
ready said that the answer to Islamic terror is to 
hasten the pace of implementation. And they are 
echoed by Deputy Foreign Minister Yossi Bei- 
lin, who wants Israel to enter ‘‘final status’’ 
negotiations immediately. 

Peres seems to believe that irreconcilable 
differences can be resolved with grandiose ges- 
tures and dramatic photo opportunities. The 
trouble is that his interlocutors prefer something 
more substantive — like Israeli concessions. And 
they seem to know that Peres will do almost 
anything not to spoil a good show.

Unfortunately old 
and sick dogs have had ta be euthan- 
ized, a procedure which nobody in 
the animal-care field likes, but a 
necessary one if we are to provide 
proper care for the healthy animals 
that we do have. Israe! does nat have 
ἃ good track record for animal care, 
and pets frequently are treated as 
objects and not as sentien! beings.

Incidentally, the first successful 
removal of an ovarian cyst was done 
by Ephraim McDowell, an Ameri- 
ean doctor. It was done without an- 
esthesia on a kitchen table in 1809. 

Whenever one has to operate to 
temove these massive tumors, it is 
often necessary to get help to plan 
how to actually lift the mass. { think 
it fair to say that, at times, you have 
to remove the patient from the mass.

Ϊ AMBASTING the way 

Neville Chamberlain had 

ied to appease Hitler on 
the eve of Warld War I, Winston 
Churchill said: “Ἢ a prime minis- 
ter makes 8 mistake, cover up for 
him.”’ Then, pointing an accus- 
ing finger at Chamberlain, be 
added: “But if he is no good -- 
poleax him.” 

Yitzhak Rabin’s critics have re- 
peatedly compared his appease- 
ment policy toward Yasser Ara- 
fat as being as futile as 
Chamberlain’s ‘‘peace in our 
time’” approach to the Nazi chief. 

Rabin’s blunders are piling up 
- his zigzagging over the stock 
market profits tax is nothing 
short of farcical. His mow-you- 
have-it, now-yau-don’t dithering 
could charitably be categorized as 
“‘mistakes.”” 

But when it comes to a matter 
more vital than share gambling, 
then the finger of Churchill's 
ghost can justly be said to point 
straight between Rabin’s eyes. 
For nothing is more important 
than preventing the sacrifice of 
yet more of Israel’s young sol- 
diers and civilians on the altar of 
the ill-conceived Oslo accords. 

As defense minister in the na- 
tional coalition government, Ra- 
bin failed to crush the intifada at 
birth, convinced that it was no 
existential threat to the country. 
Tt was a bhunder compounded by 
the Likud’s Yitzhak Shamir. 

Rabin appears to have learnt 
nothing from that failure. This 
time, again as defense minister, 
he has done no more than wring 
his hands in the face of the jihad 
warriors’ deadly suicide attacks. 
Arafat supports the jihad to the 
hilt, as he made crystal-clear in a 
broadcast from Gaza last month. 

Rabin’s feeble TV speech after 
the Beit Lid massacre appears to 
have awoken the country to the 
bankruptcy of his “‘peace’’ policy. 
Over 80 percent of Israelis polled 
regarded his words as doing noth- 
ing to contribute to their safety. 
The steep decline in his personal 
popularity sounds the death knell 
for Oslo. 

Rabin ought to be aware that 
the growing threat of terrorist ac- 
tion is the result of his gover- 
ment’s obsession about sticking 
to its present bankrupt policy. 
President Weizman’s advice that 
the time has come to rethink the 
entire peace process should have 
given him pause for thought. Af- 
ter all, Weizman is a dove too. 

Even more to the point, the 
head of the General Security Ser- 
vice, addressing the Foreign Af- 
fairs and Defense Committee to 
mark his forthcoming retire- 
ment, warmed about the govern- 
ment’s perilous course. His som- 
ber words were not those of a 
politician, or a personal adver- 
sary like Weizman. He is a pro- 
fessional. An expert on security 
matters. Η 

He said that Hamas, Islamic 
Jibad and Arafat are united by a 
common denominator.

Narel. 

Dayan ignored advice that it 
was ‘‘impossible’’ to eradicate 
terrorist attacks directed by 
Egyptian intelligence chief Mus- 
tapha Hafez in Gaza ia the 1950s. 
A parcel containing a book was 
sent with a French postmark to an 
Arab suspected of being an Israe- 
li collaborator in Gaza. Hafez, 
believing he had nabbed a traitor, 
personally opened the packet. 
The resulting explosion ended his 
career — permanently. 

In 1970, Dayan sent Ariel 
Sharon to Gaza with orders “Ὁ 
do his duty.’* It was done so thor- 
oughly that, within a few months,

Not a single terrorist attack oc- 
cuned in Gaza for the next 15 


years. 
When Harel warned that KGB 
spies had penetrated Israel via 
the Soviet Embassy in Ramat 
Gan, timid government ministers 
said, ‘“There are hordes of them, 
f's impossible to trap them. We 
cannot afford to upset Moscow 
anyway. Nothing cin be done.” 
Ignoring the féarful voices, 
Harel sent a small, crack squad of 
GSS agents into action and a 
number of Russian spies were 
caught.

It is Stefanie, the middie sister.

For seven years she bas 
lived with Brum, a passionate but 
self-centered painter. She loves 
him entirely, she carries one of 
his dry-cleaning stubs in a iocket. 
she dreams how to finish his best 
paintings. 

He uses the dreams, loves her, 
but doesn’t quite see her. On 
their wedding day. in September, 
he arrives an absent-minded hour 
late; she elopes with Max. 

Max is rich. seductive and de- 
praved. His family fortune has 
been made ia the mortuary busi- 
ness; he is literally the king of the 
underground, he is Pluto. His 
heart is with the dead. 

“Half the year, half the world 
is ours,” he tells her. (Tradition- 
ally, autumn and winter see the 
most burials; in each hemisphere 
they fall at opposite ends of the 
calendar.) 
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Stefanie *‘descends’* into 
Max's world of fashionable par- 
ties and expensive international 
travel. The weather gets colder 
and colder, the nights longer and 
fonger. 

Then comes the December soi- 
stice, and soon afterward the 
Feast of Fools begins. Each of the 
characters wit! be whirled into a 
dance along their particular route 
toward the slowly returning sun; 
while the carnival’s dances -- wild, 
comical, alluring by turns ~ swirl 
around them.

ID your friend bave a 
D miscarriage? You say 

you've divorced your 
husband but want to drop a note 
to his parents? Your dad di- 
vorced and remarried and you've 
got to send a card to the wife? 

No problem. Chances are at 
least one of the approximately 
1,000 greeting-catd publishers in 
the US has designed a card that 
will fill the bill. As Americans 
become increasingly comfortable 
discussing heretofore unmention- 
ables, card makers are cashing in 
on what once was the province of 
the psychiatrist's couch: job loss. 
relationship failure. drug and al- 
cohol recovery, infertility, 2s well 
as death, divorce and remarriage. 

Small alternative card compa- 
nies often see these needs first. to 
be followed cautiously by the 
three giants controlling 85 per- 
cent of the market: Hallmark, 
American Greetings and Gibson. 

Open Designs Inc. of Middle- 
town, Rhode Island, is one exam- 
ple, coming out last spring with a 
card line titled Honest Voices 
and started by Ken Rosenthal, a 
psychologist. Rosenthal says he 
was inspired when he went 
searching for a Mother's Day 
card for his ex-wife and “nothing 
was appropriate.” 

This spring, American Greet- 
ings will introduce a similar line 
called Awakenings for people re- 
covering from some type of ad- 
diction. “Happy Anniversary,” 
says One prototype on the front, 
and on the inside: “On a whole 
year. one day at a time.” 

The industry's Greeting Card 
Association reports that while 
sales of many traditional catego- 
ries of cards are flat, these “non- 
occasion™ cards are on the rise. 

“People have all sorts of needs 
that no one bothered to talk 
about before,” says Victor Gel- 
lineau. president of Carole Joy 
Creations Inc.. a 10-year-old line 
of cards for African Americans 
based in Danbury, Connecticut. 

“We live so far apart from our 
families and friends. we feel 
we're losing contact.” says Ethel 
Beun, who owns Unique. a card 
and gift shop in Alexandria. 
Virginia, 

Bor why don’t people put their 
own thoughts to paper, particu- 
larly in trying circumstances? 
Part of the answer may be time: 
but part of it must be that while 
americans show and tell their 
most intimate details, they don’t 
know how to respond to someone 
else's pain or discomfort. 

“If 1 had ἃ penny every time 
someone said "Relax, take a yaca- 
tion.” I'd be a millionaire.” says 
Katie Gerke. ἃ 38-year-old Alex- 
andria, Virginia, woman who has 
been trying for nine years to get 
pregnant. Gerke got so fed up 
with people avoiding her. or call- 
ing and saving they didn’t know 
what to say, that she started Ka- 
tie’s Kards, 30 different expres- 
sions of sympathy and suppart for 
women and men who are trying 
unsuccessfully to have a child. 

Some customers seek aut 
wardy expressions of support; for 
them, companies like Carlton 
Cards manufacture lines such as 
Reflections: Inspiring Thoughts 
by Emily Matthews. Her card 
“Life's Pathway.” for example, is 
a 22-line ode of encouragement. 
Women, who buy about 85 per- 
cent of all cards, according to the 
eard assaciation, like Reflec- 
tions, one sales rep says. 

Men, however, want to keep it 
brief. When they find a card they 
like, they buy several, according 
to another representative.

Segev to be 
questioned 


over bribery 
allegations

ENERGY Minister Gonen Segev 
wilt be questioned by police about 
allegations that he took bribes 
while serving as a medical consul- 
tant at Hamat Gader, Attorney- 
General Michael Ben-Yair decid- 
ed yesterday. 

Segev told Israel Radio he is 
confident he can refute the 
allegations. 

The allegations. submitted to 
the police by MK Limor Livnat 
(Likud), were collected from sev- 
eral Holocaust survivors who re- 
ceive government funds to have 
treatment at the spa. According to 
the Justice Ministry, the com- 
plaints alleged that Segev took 
bribes in exchange for giving the 
survivors permission to split their 
treatment into two sessions, in- 
Stead of using all 21 days at once. 

A few weeks ago, Ben-Yair told 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin that 


there was no reason to delay Se- 
gev's appointment as Energy Min- 
ister -- even though the police had 
not yet finished their preliminary 
investigation of the complaints -- 
because so far, the police had un- 
covered nothing that even merited 
a more serious investigation. 

After completing the prelimi- 
nary check, however, police asked 
for Beao-Yair's instructions as to 
whether they should cal} Segev in 
for questioning, and Ben-Yair de- 
cided they should:

Knesset panel discusses 
care of Chernobyl victims

MANY of the 150,000 immi- 
grants from the areas affected by 
the radioactive explosion in 
Chemobyl suffer from anxiety 
about contracting cancer. but 
many of them are not being mon- 
itored by their health funds. 
This was disclosed yesterday at 
aa meeting of the Knesset Labor 
and Social Affairs Committee. 
The committee asked the Foreign 
Ministry to speed up its efforts to 
teach agreements with the gov- 
ermmments of Russia, Ukraine and 
Belarus regarding compensation 
for former residents of the Cher- 
noby] area who now live in Israel. 
It was revealed that talks are 
also’ being held with an interna- 
tional fund, based in Geneva, to 
which 120 countries contribute. 
which is acting to help Chernobyl 
victims around the world. Meron 
Gordon of the Foreign Ministry 
said he was unaware of the Gene- 
va fund until hearing about it at 
the committee meeting. 
Committee chairman MK 
Yossi Katz said that “while sensi- 
tivity must be shown to the immi- 
grants, we must not stigmatize 
them, and there is no justification 
for ‘marking’ a large group of 
people and causing them more 
damage.” 
Katz suggested that the Na- 


tional Insurance [nstitute help fi- 


nance research on the health of 
Chernobyl survivors. Others 
called far a detailed plan of medi- 
cal examinations for immigrants 
from the region that the health 
funds would be bound to finance. 

Representatives of survivor or- 
ganizations said that over 400 im- 
migrants now living here were 
sent by the Soviet authorities to 
“clean up” the reactor area and 
thus are at great risk for getting 
cancer. 

Nada Chozo of the SOS Cher- 
nobyl organization said the main 
problem is psychological. “There 
is no center that can tell them if 
they are sick or healthy and to 
follow up children and young 
couples at high risk.” * 

A Kupat Holim Clalit expert 
said the number of children with 
leukemia who come from the re- 
gion is steady, but there is an in- 
crease in the number of children 
with thyroid cancer. Three to five 
children are expected to be diag- 
nosed with this cancer each year, 
he said. He maintained that pre- 
ventive care makes careful annual 
follow-up unnecessary. 

Health Ministry chief epidemi- 
ologist Dr. Paul Slater said that 
any Chernobyl victim who be- 
fieves he is not getting adequate 
care should complain directly to 
the ministry. 


Court to rule on appeal 
against sex crime acquittal

AN expanded panel of five Su- 
preme Court justices is expected 
to rule today on a state appeal 
against the court's overturning of 
the conviction of a man for sexu- 
ally assaulting his two daughters. 

State Attorney Dorit Beinish 
brought the appeal because of 
pressure applied by the National 
Council for the Child. 

In special circumstances the 
State attorney can appeal a Sv- 
preme Court decision, and a five- 
Justice panel is appointed rehear 
the case. 

The Bnei Brak resident was 
convicted of aggravated sexual 
assault on his daughters, 10 and 
11 at the time of the attack, by 
the Tel Aviv District Court in 


1992. He was sentenced to four 
years’ imprisonment. 

But in October, 1993, he ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court, 
which found him guilty of sexual 
assault and not aggravated sexual 
assault. It ruled that since the 
statute of limitations regarding 
the lesser charge is five years, the 
charges were no longer valid. 

The man’s daughters filed their 
complaint about six years after 
the offenses were committed. 

The Supreme Court had ruled 
that the girls did not object to 
their father’s sexual advances, 
but National Council for the 
Child director Dr. Yitzhak Kad- 
man said the daughrers had been 
incapable of refusing. 


Upper Nazareth to keep 
development status

UPPER Nazareth’s priority devel- 
opment status will remain in force 
for at least the next two years, 
according to Prime Minister's Of- 
fice Director-General Shimon 
Sheves, 

The assurance was given to 
Mayor Menahem Ariav at the end 
of a visit by Sheves to the Galilee 
development town on Tuesday. 

It followed earlier reports that 
Upper Nazareth's classification as 
a national priority development 
area— granting benefits and incen- 
tives to entrepreneurs wishing to 
establish new businesses there — 
would be rescinded. 

Sheves, however, told Ariav 
that the designation the town cur- 
rently enjoys would be extended at
